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The  Milbank  Memorial  Fund  was  established  and  endowed 
by  Elizabeth  Milbank  Anderson  (1850-1921)  as  a  memorial  to 
her  father  and  mother,  Jeremiah  and  Elizabeth  Lake  Milbank. 

The  Fund  was  incorporated  on  April  3,  1905,  and  was  char¬ 
tered  “to  improve  the  physical,  mental  and  moral  condition  of 
humanity  and  generally  to  advance  charitable  and  benevolent 
objects.”

Current  Program  and  Policies 

The  system  for  the  delivery  of  heal th  services  in  the 
United  States  has  been  the  object  of  intense  and  realistic  criti¬ 
cism  during  much  of  the  past  decade,  and  a  multitude  of  sug¬ 
gestions  for  its  improvement  have  been  advanced.  These  have 
included  proposals  for  changes  in  the  financing  of  health  ser¬ 
vices,  changes  in  the  organization  and  provision  of  services,  and 
changes  in  the  education  and  utilization  of  health  manpower. 
After  assessment  of  current  opportunities  for  contributing  to 
the  process  of  change  in  the  delivery  of  health  services,  and 
review  of  the  activities  of  other  funding  agencies,  both  govern¬ 
mental  and  philanthropic,  the  Fund  has  elected  to  focus  pri¬ 
marily  upon  the  consumer  of  health  services.  Within  this  focus, 
the  Fund  concentrates  its  efforts  upon  the  exploration  of  more 
effective  utilization  of  health  services  by  consumers,  with  par¬ 
ticular  emphasis  upon  the  acquisition  and  application  of 
knowledge  about  the  accessibility  and  acceptability  of  such 
services  to  consumers. 

Studies  of  health  care  consumers  and  the  factors  influenc¬ 
ing  their  utilization  of  the  health  service  delivery  system  are 
particularly  important,  in  the  Fund’s  view,  in  the  context  of  a 
growing  national  commitment  to  the  concept  of  the  entitle¬ 
ment  of  all  citizens  to  adequate  health  care,  and  against  the 
background  of  growing  consumer  concern  with— and  involve¬ 
ment  in— the  issues  of  access  to  health  services  and  the  defini¬ 
tions  of  adequacy  and  acceptability  of  such  services. 
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While  the  production  and  staffing  of  health  services,  their 
distribution,  and  their  financing  have  received  considerable 
legislative  and  professional  emphasis,  further  knowledge  and 
understanding  are  needed  in  the  area  of  utilization.  Issues  of 
consumer  utilization  necessarily  involve  reciprocal  relationships 
with  the  questions  of  financing,  organization,  training,  and  the 
resources  of  providers,  and  cannot  be  isolated  from  them.  The 
Fund  supports  programs  addressed  to  these  reciprocal  relation¬ 
ships  when  such  programs  give  particular  promise  of  contribut¬ 
ing  to  knowledge  of  more  effective  consumer  utilization.  At 
the  same  time,  while  recognizing  that  consumer  utilization  of 
health  services  is  affected  not  only  by  other  aspects  of  the 
health  care  system  but  also  by  other  sectors  of  the  social  system 
—for  example,  education  and  housing— the  Fund  restricts  its 
support  to  those  programs  bearing  directly  upon  health  ser¬ 
vices.  This  recognition  of  boundaries  is  not,  however,  intended 
to  restrict  the  Fund’s  support  to  health  professionals  alone. 
Applications  and  proposals  are  invited  from  those  in  other 
professions  including,  but  not  limited  to,  law,  the  social  sci¬ 
ences,  social  welfare,  public  administration,  and  management, 
who  wish  to  apply  their  knowledge  and  skills  to  problems 
within  the  range  of  the  Fund’s  program.  Support  is  provided 
for  activities  consistent  with  these  objectives  at  various  stages 
of  development:  the  early  exploration  and  development  of  new 
ideas  and  concepts,  planning,  related  research  and  evaluation, 
and  the  implications  for  public  policy.  Because  of  its  relatively 
limited  resources,  the  Fund  does  not  support  major  demon¬ 
strations  of  health  care  delivery  nor  undertake  even  partial 
funding  of  the  direct  provision  of  medical  services. 

The  Fund  has  long  maintained  an  active  interest  in  inter¬ 
national  programs  in  health.  Within  the  boundaries  of  its 
stated  program,  the  Fund  honors  this  tradition  by  selective 
support  in  other  countries  of  activities  which  are  of  clear  rele¬ 
vance  to  the  knowledge  and  solution  of  issues  of  utilization  in 
the  United  States. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Fund  actively  to  involve  its  staff 
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in  early  consultation  and  planning  of  specific  proposals  and  in 
the  continuing  evaluation  of  the  proposals  and  their  imple¬ 
mentation.  The  Fund  gives  highest  consideration  to  those  pro¬ 
posals  that  can  reach  a  definitive  stage  of  completion  within 
one  or  two  years  or  that  have  a  reasonable  assurance  of  funding 
from  other  sources  after  that  time. 

The  current  program  of  the  Milbank  Memorial  Fund  has 
been  advanced  and  explicated  in  1972  principally  through  the 
awarding  of  grants  for  developmental  purposes,  general  fel¬ 
lowships,  and  research,  and  through  its  publication  activities.

General  fellowships 

H.  Jack  Geiger,  M.D.,  was  awarded  a  fellowship  grant  of 
$53,500  to  complete  his  analysis,  at  the  Channing  Laboratory, 
Harvard  Medical  School,  of  planned  change  in  health  care 
delivery  based  upon  data  and  personal  experience  with  health 
centers  at  Columbia  Point  in  Boston,  Massachusetts,  and 
Mound  Bayou,  Mississippi. 

Diana  Mitchell,  a  doctoral  student  in  the  interdepartmen¬ 
tal  program  in  public  health  policy  at  the  Massachusetts  Insti¬ 
tute  of  Technology,  was  awarded  a  fellowship  grant  of  $10,555 
for  the  analysis  of  differential  patterns  of  utilization  of  health 
services,  drawn  from  National  Academy  of  Science  data  and 
employing  “tracer  conditions.” 

Douglas  Ewbank  was  granted  a  one-year  extension  of  his 
Milbank  Fellowship,  supplemented  by  $5,750,  for  completion 
of  his  doctoral  studies  in  economics  and  demography  at  the 
Office  of  Population  Research,  Princeton  University. 

Charles  Heaney  was  awarded  a  special  fellowship  of  $6,500. 
This  fellowship  was  part  of  an  award,  amounting  to  $15,000,  to 
The  London  School  of  Economics  and  Political  Science  in  sup¬ 
port  of  selected  graduate  students  conducting  research  on  as¬ 
pects  of  the  development  and  functioning  of  the  National 
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Health  Service  which  may  be  relevant  to  present  policy  issues 
in  the  United  States.  The  fellowships  are  selected  and  super¬ 
vised  by  Brian  Abel-Smith,  Ph.D. 

Avedis  Donabedian,  M.D.,  of  the  University  of  Michigan 
School  of  Public  Health,  was  granted  a  fellowship  of  $24,500 
to  prepare  a  critical  monograph  on  clients  and  providers  in 
organized  systems  of  medical  care.  A  similar  amount  was 
awarded  by  the  Carnegie  Corporation. 

Ryuzo  Kawamori,  M.D.,  was  granted  an  extension  and 
supplemental  award  of  $9,500  to  an  earlier  fellowship  for  com¬ 
pletion  of  postdoctoral  research  in  diabetes  at  the  Faculty  of 
Medicine,  University  of  Toronto. 

African  Medical  Education  Program 

The  medical  education  of  Africans  in  Africa  relevant  to 
the  teaching,  research,  and  service  needs  of  the  people  of  Africa 
is  the  main  objective  of  this  program.  The  program,  which  is 
mainly  confined  to  East  Africa,  serves  to  prevent  attrition  in 
medical  manpower  caused  by  Africans  seeking  specialized  train¬ 
ing  abroad.  It  is  hoped  that  the  program  will  contribute  over 
the  years  to  reduce  substantially  the  very  high  ratio  of  foreign¬ 
ers  to  nationals  in  the  medical  faculties  of  Kenya,  Tanzania, 
and  Uganda.  Toward  the  achievement  of  these  objectives,  the 
Fund  provides  assistance  in  recruitment  and  support  of  ex¬ 
patriate  medical  educators  for  the  medical  schools  concerned. 

During  1972  a  total  of  $113,000  was  expended  on  this  pro¬ 
gram.  Salary  supplementation  support  was  given  to  twenty- 
three  teachers,  comprising  eight  professors,  two  readers,  seven 
senior  lecturers,  and  six  lecturers.  These  included  thirteen 
Americans  and  ten  expatriates  from  other  countries,  including 
four  Africans  and  four  Europeans.  These  teachers  have  served 
such  disciplines  as  Anaesthesia,  Cardiology,  Obstetrics,  Pedi¬ 
atrics,  Pharmacology,  Psychiatry,  Surgery,  Medicine,  and  Com¬ 
munity  Medicine,  with  the  larger  number  in  the  latter  two. 

Makerere  University  Medical  School  received  a  two-year 
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institutional  grant  of  $60,000  in  support  of  its  postgraduate 
program  serving  East  Africa.  The  purpose  of  this  regional 
grant  was,  specifically,  to  meet  the  expense  of  visiting  profes¬ 
sors.  Regrettably,  progress  in  the  implementation  of  the  award 
has  been  adversely  affected  by  unanticipated  discontinuities  in 
program  and  personnel. 

The  University  of  Dar  es  Salaam  received  a  block  institu¬ 
tional  grant  in  support  of  visiting  professors  invited  to  lecture 
in  specialized  medical  fields. 

The  special  grants  awai'ded  in  previous  years  in  support 
of  the  University  of  Ghana  Medical  School  and  Howard  Uni¬ 
versity  College  of  Medicine  were  continued  during  1972.

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Faculty  Fellowship  Program 

The  Milbank  Faculty  Fellowship  program  began  in  1963 
with  the  aim  of  improving  the  teaching  of  social  and  preven¬ 
tive  medicine  in  the  countries  of  the  Western  Hemisphere 
through  career  support  to  young  professionals  engaged  in  such 
teaching.  The  specific  objectives  of  the  program  were  stated 
to  be:  (1)  to  aid  promising  young  educators  in  schools  of 
medicine  or  related  institutions  in  their  professional  develop¬ 
ment,  (2)  to  strengthen  the  ties  between  medicine  and  social 
science,  and  (3)  to  combine  financial  assistance  with  technical 
aid. 

The  first  Fellowships  were  awarded  to  eight  recipients  in 
1964,  and  forty-two  Fellowships  in  all  were  awarded  in  the 
five  years,  1964-1968.  The  Fellowship  tenure  extended  for 
five  years.  The  Fellows  were  equally  divided  between  the 
United  States  and  the  other  countries  of  the  Hemisphere.  The 
geographic  distribution  was  as  follows:  United  States,  21;  Ar¬ 
gentina,  3;  Brazil,  3;  Canada,  1;  Chile,  5;  Colombia,  4;  Ja¬ 
maica,  4;  and  Mexico,  1. 

Fellowship  funds  were  used  primarily  for  support  of  ad¬ 
vanced  study,  usually  in  the  United  States  or  England;  for  re¬ 
search  support;  for  activities  related  to  the  Fellow’s  teaching; 
travel;  and,  when  approved  by  the  Fund,  for  salary  supplemen¬ 
tation. 

In  addition  to  this  major  financial  assistance,  the  Fund 
sponsored  a  series  of  seminars  for  the  Fellows  dealing  with 
specific  issues  of  medical  education,  social  medicine,  and  the 
community.  Educational  consultation  was  provided,  as  was 
consultation,  upon  request,  on  a  variety  of  subjects  relating  to 
the  Fellows’  individual  needs  and  interests.  In  1967,  a  comple¬ 
mentary  program  of  limited  Associate  Fellowships  -was  initi¬ 
ated,  linked  to  individual  Fellows.  Fourteen  such  Associate 
awards  were  made. 

Net  disbursements  made  during  the  year  under  the  Fac¬ 
ulty  Fellowship  and  Associate  Fellowship  Programs  amounted 
to  $148,285. 
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The  final  group  of  Fellows  is  expected  to  complete  their 
tenure  in  1974.  Several  years  ago,  an  attempt  at  a  retrospective 
evaluation  of  the  Fellowship  program  was  initiated  by  two  staff 
members  and  a  consultant  from  outside  the  Fund.  Evaluative 
procedures  were  formalized  and  accelerated  during  1972,  and 
the  completed  report  is  anticipated  in  early  1974. 

Special  grants 

A  few  grants  are  awarded  which  are  consistent  with  the 
basic  concept  and  traditional  interests  of  the  Fund  but  are  not 
central  to  its  current  primary  focus.  Such  grants  are  classified 
as  “special  grants.”  Appeals  for  such  grants  are  discouraged 
and  generally  not  approved  unless  conceived  and  initiated 
within  the  Fund  itself.  Special  grants  awarded  in  1972  in¬ 
cluded:

While  the  Fund  has  been  justifiably  proud  of  the  schol¬ 
arly  and  literary  excellence  of  its  widely  acclaimed  Quarterly , 
this  half-century  mark  provided  an  unusual  opportunity  for 
future  planning.  Mindful  of  the  fact  that  no  field  of  endeavor 
can  be  advanced  without  a  constant  monitoring  of  the  self- 
imposed  boundary  limitations,  the  Fund  proposed  to  continue 
the  publication  of  its  Quarterly  both  as  an  instrument  of,  and 
as  a  challenge  to,  the  general  focus  of  its  program  in  delivery 
of  health  services.  With  the  well-documented  evidence  that 
knowledge  pertinent  to  the  organization  and  delivery  of  health 
services  has  been  advancing  on  many  frontiers,  it  has  become 
increasingly  difficult  to  conduct  appropriate  editorial  functions 
outside  of  the  peculiarly  rich  and  generative  environment  of 
the  university.  After  intensive  review  of  purposes  and  possible 
modes  of  revitalizing  the  Quarterly ,  the  Fund  engaged  the  in¬ 
terests  of  a  highly  respected  academic  institution  to  provide 
the  immediate  environment  for  the  conduct  of  editorial  func¬ 
tions.  Dr.  George  G.  Reader,  Livingston  Farrand  Professor 
and  Chairman,  Department  of  Public  Health  of  Cornell  Uni¬ 
versity  Medical  College,  was  appointed  Editor,  beginning  with 
the  first  issue  of  1973.  Doctor  Reader  and  the  staff  of  the  Fund 
worked  closely  together  to  select  an  editorial  board  consisting 
of  persons  from  a  range  of  disciplines  and  reflecting  an  inter¬ 
national  dimension  in  both  academic  and  other  settings.

In  June,  1972,  the  Fund  announced  the  formation  of  a 
national  commission  to  explore  and  develop  recommendations 
regarding  future  needs  in  higher  education  for  professional 
persons  who  will  devote  their  full  time  to  the  problems  of 
organized  public  health  activities. 

The  three-year  study  is  to  be  directed  toward  the  disci¬ 
plines  and  activities  that  will,  in  terms  of  research  and  service, 
help  to  meet  the  nation’s  needs  for  knowledge  and  skill  in 
identifying  and  understanding  those  factors  which  influence. 
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and  are  necessary  to  develop,  appropriate  programs  for  pro¬ 
moting  and  preserving  the  health  of  the  individual  and  the 
community.  The  study,  therefore,  is  not  directed  to  the  higher 
education  needs  in  those  health  professions  and  health-related 
professions  whose  clinical  activities,  though  essential  to  and 
contributing  to  the  health  of  individuals,  are  not  directed  pri¬ 
marily  to  the  needs  of  population  groups  as  such. 

The  study  will  be  conducted  by  a  national  Commission 
consisting  of  distinguished  experts  drawn  from  the  fields  of 
public  health,  higher  education,  public  policy,  and  related 
fields.  The  Chairman  of  the  Commission  is  Dr.  Cecil  G.  Sheps, 
Vice  Chancellor  for  Health  Sciences  and  Professor  of  Social 
Medicine,  University  of  North  Carolina,  Chapel  Hill.  The 
Study  Director  is  Dr.  Florence  Kavaler,  former  Assistant  Com¬ 
missioner  for  Health  and  Medical  Insurance  Programs,  New 
York  City  Health  Department.  Dr.  Kavaler  and  her  staff  are 
located  at  Chapel  Hill,  North  Carolina.

Organization 

The  Milbank  Memorial  Fund  is  a  not-for-profit  member¬ 
ship  corporation  under  the  laws  of  New  York  State.  The  Fund 
is  a  scientific  and  educational  organization  exempt  from  fed¬ 
eral  and  state  income  taxes  and  is  classified  as  a  private  founda¬ 
tion  pursuant  to  section  509  (a)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code. 
The  Fund  is  also  classified  as  an  operating  foundation  as  de¬ 
fined  in  section  4942  (j)  (3)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code. 

The  corporation  elects  a  Board  of  Directors  of  ten  mem¬ 
bers  at  its  annual  meeting.  Full  power  is  the  management  and 
control  of  the  business  and  affairs  of  the  corporation  is  vested 
in  this  Board,  which  holds  four  stated  meetings  a  year.  An 
Executive  Committee  acts  for  the  Board  in  the  intervals  be¬ 
tween  meetings. 

The  Fund’s  program  is  administered  by  a  President  respon¬ 
sible  to  the  Board.  The  President  is  assisted  by  a  small  profes¬ 
sional  staff  with  qualifications  appropriate  to  the  interests  of  the 
Fund.  A  Technical  Board  acts  in  an  advisory  capacity  to  the 
President.  Its  members  are  appointed  for  varying  terms  of  up 
to  three  years. 
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BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS 

During  1972,  Robert  H.  Ebert,  M.D.,  Dean  of  the  Har¬ 
vard  School  of  Medicine,  was  elected  to  serve  on  the  Board  of 
Directors.  C.  Glen  King,  Ph.D.,  retired  from  the  Board  of  Di¬ 
rectors  and  the  Technical  Board,  having  completed  nine  years 
of  dedicated  service.  Doctor  King  had  previously  been  an 
esteemed  colleague  and  consultant  to  the  Fund  in  its  work  in 
the  field  of  nutrition.  Four  regular  stated  meetings  were  held 
in  the  months  of  March,  May,  October,  and  December. 

TECHNICAL  BOARD 

The  members  of  the  Technical  Board,  representing  a 
range  of  professional  disciplines  and  areas  of  practice  relevant 
to  the  Fund’s  broad  program  interests,  continued  to  assist  the 
staff  in  refinement  and  explication  of  Fund  activities.  The 
membership  of  the  Technical  Board  was  altered  during  the 
year  due  to  the  expiration  of  the  terms  of  service  of  Dr.  C.  Glen 
King  and  Dr.  Paul  J.  Sanazaro.  Due  to  the  pressures  of  his 
office  as  executive  director,  Health  and  Hospitals  Governing 
Commission  of  Cook  County,  Doctor  James  G.  Haughton  sub¬ 
mitted  his  resignation  in  1972. 

The  Technical  Board  was  convened  for  four  formal  meet¬ 
ings:  March:  Ernest  W.  Saward,  M.D.  presented  a  paper  on 
health  policy  and  the  Health  Maintenance  Organization.  May: 
Ms.  Sarah  Carey,  of  the  Lawyers’  Committee  for  Civil  Rights 
Under  Law,  discussed  legal  issues  affecting  hospital  services  to 
the  poor.  October:  The  entire  membership  of  the  Technical 
Board  joined  with  the  Directors  in  attendance  and  members  of 
the  staff  in  a  critical  review  and  assessment  of  Fund  activities, 
with  special  emphasis  on  publications,  the  Commission  for  the 
Study  of  Higher  Education  for  Public  Health,  and  evaluation 
of  the  Faculty  Fellowship  Program.  December:  Max  Pepper, 
M.D.,  Chairman,  Department  of  Community  Medicine,  Saint 
Louis  University  School  of  Medicine,  reported  on  progress  and 
problems  of  neighborhood  centers,  with  emphasis  upon  the 
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challenges  to  professional  reward  systems.  Members  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  also  attended  these  meetings. 

Further  service  was  rendered  by  members  of  the  Technical 
Board  through  substantive  liaison  with  two  major  Fund  activi¬ 
ties.  Doctor  Saward,  Mr.  Schorr,  and  Doctor  Somers  accepted 
appointments  to  the  Editorial  Board  of  the  Milbank  Memorial 
Fund  Quarterly;  Doctor  George  Silver  was  appointed  to  service 
on  the  Commission  for  the  Study  of  Higher  Education  for 
Public  Health.

Application  and  Granting  Procedures 


Application  procedures 

The  Fund  has  developed  a  flexible  and  responsible  pro¬ 
cedure  for  review  of  all  grant  or  fellowship  applications.  There 
are  no  stated  deadlines  for  application,  although  decision  upon 
major  requests  must  await  the  quarterly  meetings  of  the  Board 
of  Directors:  March,  May,  October,  and  December.  In  order 
to  facilitate  adequate  review,  consultation,  and  preparation, 
applications  should  be  received  at  least  six  weeks  prior  to  these 
dates. 

No  formal  application  forms  are  required.  A  proposal  for 
a  grant  or  fellowship  may  be  made  by  letter  to  the  President  of 
the  Fund,  describing  the  activities  for  which  support  is  re¬ 
quested  and  their  relevance  to  the  Fund’s  program.  The  letter 
should  also  include  a  budget,  giving  a  general  indication  of 
how  the  grant  is  to  be  expended,  the  proposed  time  span  for 
the  expenditures,  and  the  anticipated  outcomes.  Preliminary 
inquiry  concerning  possible  Fund  interest  in  a  proposal  is  en¬ 
couraged. 

Although  many  more  requests  for  grants  and  fellowships 
are  received  than  the  Fund  is  able  to  honor,  each  request  is 
reviewed  by  one  or  more  of  the  professional  staff  of  the  Fund, 
and  each  is  answered.  The  Fund  staff  will  participate  in  con¬ 
sultation  and  planning  of  specific  proposals,  when  appropriate^ 
either  in  New  York  or  at  the  site  of  the  proposed  program. 
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Granting  procedures 


Evaluation  of  requests  for  grants  or  fellowships  is  the  re¬ 
sponsibility  of  the  Fund  staff  whose  professional  interests  and 
capabilities  may  occasionally  be  supplemented  by  consultation 
with  members  of  the  Technical  Board  or  other  experts.  Rec¬ 
ommendations  are  then  made  to  the  Board  of  Directors  for 
final  consideration  and  action. 

The  Fund’s  program  will  generally  be  expressed  through 
ptovision  of  external  grants  or  fellowships.  It  may  occasionally 
initiate  projects  or  studies  to  be  conducted  by  its  own  staff  or 
through  extramural  contracts,  and  it  may  also  join  with  other 
granting  agencies  in  support  of  activities  of  common  interest. 

Grants  are  available  to  academic  and  certain  other  quali¬ 
fied  institutions  and  to  individuals  affiliated  therewith.  Grants 
to  individuals,  however,  must  be  sponsored  and  administered 
by  their  institutions. 

The  Fund  does  not  make  payment  of  general  institutional 
overhead  support,  but  compensation  of  specific  identified  costs 
may  be  included. 

The  Fund  provides  no  loans  of  any  kind  and  does  not 
ordinarily  contribute  to  annual  campaigns,  building  funds,  or 
endowments.  Deficits  and  ordinary  expense  budgets  are  con¬ 
sidered  to  be  outside  the  scope  of  the  Fund.  The  Fund’s  cur¬ 
rent  program  excludes  support  for  general  multipurpose  com¬ 
munity  service  programs;  the  arts  and  humanities;  clinical  or 
laboratory  research;  categorical  disease  programs;  environmen¬ 
tal  programs;  general  scholarships  for  high  school,  undergrad¬ 
uate,  or  graduate  students;  student  summer  projects;  travel;  or 
recreational  projects.
